Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  deals  with  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  for  1947.  Prepared  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  it  is  largely  a  record  of  mortality  and 
morbidity,  and  must  needs  remain  so  whilst  the  criteria  of  positive 
health  are  as  yet  undetermined. 

The  trends  of  the  year  were,  however,  reassuring.  The  birth 
rate  exceeded  that  of  1946  and  was  a  peak  figure  for  a  period  of 
forty  years.  Despite  overcrowding,  infantile  mortality  was  a  record 
low — an  encouraging  return  to  all  who  labour  in  this  field.  The 
crude  death  rate  ( 1 3  *  0)  compares  favourably  with  1946  (13*8) : 
maternal  mortality  was  nil.  A  disturbing  feature,  however,  is  the 
increase  in  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  although  figures 
are  small  to  be  statistically  significant.  One  cannot  but  identify 
this  regression  with  congested  living  and  overcrowded  houses. 

Infectious  Disease 

The  incidence  was  high  (578  cases),  measles  (408  cases) 
predominating.  Cerebro  spinal  fever  and  poliomyelitis  re-appeared, 
the  former  causing  two  deaths  and  the  latter  reaching  wide-spread 
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epidemic  intensity.  Poliomyelitis  may  be  establishing  an  endemic 
focus  in  Britian,  as  has  obtained  in  America  and  Australia. 
Orthopaedic  problems  will  confront  Public  Health  Authorities  in 

this  country  for  years  ahead. 

Dysentery  (22  cases)  continues  to  be  a  troublesome  infection. 
Notification  bears  little  relationship  to  the  real  prevalence  of  the 
disease,  and  although  usually  mild,  infants  and  elderly  people  may 
succumb.  The  infection  is  a  menace  to  the  public  through  cases 
or  carriers  engaged  in  handling  food.  Increased  consumption  of 
meals  in  canteens  and  restaurants  facilitates  spread,  and  the  vital 
importance  of  high  standards  of  personal  and  kitchen  hygiene  must 
publicly  be  recognised. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Clinics  continue  to  be  well  used.  To  relieve  pressure  at 
Somerset  House  the  erection  of  a  prefabricated  structure  at  Wrose 
commenced  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  Rapid  progress  was 
recorded  in  recruitment  to  the  Home  and  Domestic  Help  Service. 
Visitors  to  the  aged  continued  their  good  work  throughout  the  year. 
The  range  of  activity  in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  is  best  gauged 
by  reference  to  the  relevant  parts  of  the  Report. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  Public  Health  and  Child 
Welfare  Committees  respectively  (Councillors  Lancaster  and  Hill) 
for  their  active  interest :  for  the  support  of  your  Committee  and  the 
co-operation  of  voluntary  workers  and  staff  in  the  work  of  the 
Department.  Acknowledgments  are  also  due  to  Official  colleagues 
who  have  so  readily  supplied  me  with  returns.

The  population  is  predominantly  a  working  population,  and  the 
outstanding  characteristic  is  the  number  of  female  workers  in 
textiles,  who  constitute  well  over  30  %  of  total  employed  persons. 

Social  Conditions 

Shipley  is  a  built-up  industrial  centre  engaged  in  textiles, 
engineering,  mining  and  distributive  trades.  One  half  of  the  insured 
population  is  engaged  by  fifteen  large  textile  and  engineering  firms. 
The  population  lives  in  approximately  10,200  houses  in  the  valley 
of  the  Aire  and  Bradford  Beck.  Some  extension  has  occurred,  how¬ 
ever,  to  high  land  at  Wrose  and  West  Royd.  The  Urban  District 
Council  maintain  sixteen  open  spaces,  aggregating  to  206  acres,  or 
approximately  10%  of  the  district.  Dwellinghouses  constitute 
86*5  %  of  rateable  property,  and  51  %  of  the  afore -mentioned 
property  is  assessed  at  rates  of  under  £\2.  There  are  333  shops 
and  shops  with  houses,  242  lock-up  shops,  178  factories  and  works. 
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The  community  is  active  and  hardworking,  with  a  strong  local 
pride  and  wide  diversity  of  interest.  Considerable  scope  exists  for 
physical  recreation.  In  interpreting  statistics  it  is  well  to  bear  in 
mind  that  social  conditions  appertain  to  those  of  a  large  city  rather 
than  an  isolated  town  of  equivalent  size. 

Unemployment 

The  Manager  of  the  Shipley  Employment  Exchange  informs 
me  that  apart  from  unemployable  labour,  there  were  practically 
no  unemployed  in  Shipley  in  1947,  and  that  there  was  very 
little  transference  of  labour  from  the  district,  although  there  wrere 
between  200  and  300  importees  of  which  approximately  99  %  was 
foreign  labour ;  the  demand  for  women  operatives  in  the  textile 
trade  far  exceeds  the  supply. 

Friendly  relations  exist  between  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  the  Welfare  Departments  of  the  textile  firms  in  the  town,  and 
it  is  expected  that  if  a  further  transference  of  labour  into  the  district 
should  occur  in  large  numbers  that  collaboration  will  be  close  and 
effective,  as  undoubtedly  such  movements  do  present  public  health 
problems. 

General  Public  Health  Services 
for  the  Area 

The  Public  Health  Services,  exclusive  of  environmental  sanita¬ 
tion,  are  in  process  of  transfer  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 
A  scheme  of  divisional  administration  is  being  inaugurated  whereby 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the 
area,  including  the  towns  of  Bingley,  Baildon  and  Denholme.  This 
should  maintain  some  degree  of  executive  unity  of  the  Public 
Health  Services.  Shipley  is  the  natural  administrative  centre  of 
the  Division,  and  the  Divisional  Offices  are  those  of  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Hospital  Services  due  for  early  transfer  to  the  Regional  Board 
remained  unchanged  during  the  year.  The  Home  Nursing  Service 
is  prepared  for  transfer  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act.  Re-organization  of  this  Service  will 
be  deferred  until  1948. 

The  Civil  Ambulances  have  been  maintained  by  the  Council, 
the  ambulances  being  now  housed  in  the  Town  Hall  Garage.  993 
cases  were  removed  b}'  the  Civil  Ambulance  in  1947,  including  52 
street  accident  cases,  32  works  accident  cases,  104  urgent  removals 
for  sickness,  763  arranged  removals,  and  40  cases  on  behalf  of 
neighbouring  authorities  (Denholme  is  now  catered  for  by  Shipley). 
The  Council  arrangement  whereby  one  taxi  is  reserved  each  night 
for  urgent  calls,  including  maternity  patients  entering  the  Home  or 
midwives’  visits,  etc.,  has  worked  satisfactorily,  and  has  obviated 
the  use  of  the  Ambulances  for  normal  maternity  cases. 
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Laboratory  Service 

The  Regional  Laboratories  at  Wakefield  and  Bradford,  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Medical  Research  Council  on  April  1  st,  undertake 
examination  of  bacteriological  specimens,  arrangements  existing  for 
day  and  night  collection  of  outfits,  and  close  liaison  in  field  epidemi¬ 
ology  exists  between  the  Laboratories  and  the  Health  Department. 
Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  examination  of  all  specimens  at 
the  Bradford  Laboratory,  thereby  facilitating  early  reports.

64%  of  all  Shipley  births  (live  and  still)  took  place  in  public 
institutions  and  36%  in  the  patients’  own  homes.  361  Shipley 
mothers  were  admitted  to  the  Shipley  and  Bingley  Joint  Maternity 
Home  during  the  year,  368  babies  were  born  to  the  359  mothers 
delivered.

Admissions  included  481  mothers  and  14  babies,  including  23 
emergency  unbooked  cases;  16  mothers  were  admitted  for  ante¬ 
natal  care.  477  mothers  were  delivered,  12  having  twins.  Still¬ 
births  numbered  11,  a  rate  of  23  per  thousand  births.  There  were 
9  neo-natal  deaths  in  the  Home.  13%  of  the  babies  were  not 
entirely  breast-fed  in  the  Home.  Medical  aid  was  sought  in  99 
cases,  12  of  them  babies.  49  living  babies  were  born  weighing  5h 
lbs.  or  less,  i.e .,  10%  of  the  deliveries. 

Routine  Wasserman,  Rhesus,  etc.,  examination  was  made  in 
respect  of  322  mothers,  and  Rhesus  repeat  examination  was  sub¬ 
mitted  in  respect  of  43  mothers. 

Ante-natal  Clinics 

348  new  patients  were  examined  by  Dr.  Buckle,  and  there 
were  295  subsequent  attendances,  while  at  the  midwives’  own 
sessions  447  first  visits  were  made  and  2,289  subsequent  attend¬ 


ances. 
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Transferences 

Four  mothers  and  six  babies  were  transferred  to  Hospital,  for 
various  conditions. 

Consultant  Services 

The  Consultant  Obstetrician,  Mr.  E.  Gledhill,  visited  the 
Home  weekly  and  'examined  64  patients  specially  referred  ante- 
natally  in  the  Home.  He  performed  5  operations : —  2  manual 
removals  of  placenta,  1  retained  placenta  and  2  artificially  ruptured 
membranes. 

Mr.  R.  L.  Langley,  Consultant  Paediatrician  to  the  Home, 
visited  18  babies  during  the  year.  Medical  Practitioners  in  attend¬ 
ance  can  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the  paediatrician  without 
cost  to  the  parents  of  the  infant.  This  continues  to  be  a  provision 
of  great  value,  and  I  hope  it  will  be  increasingly  utilized. 

Staphylococcal  Infections 

Two  cases  of  mild  staphylococcal  infection  of  the  babies’ 
skin  occurred  during  the  year.  There  was  one  case  of  Pemphigus 
Neonatorum  which  was  transferred  to  the  Leeds  Road  Isolation 
Hospital,  Bradford. 

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 

Gas  and  air  analgesia,  introduced  into  the  Maternity  Home 
in  1943,  has  proved  generally  popular  and  successful.  Two 
apparatus  are  available. 

305  women  of  477  delivered  received  this  form  of  analgesia, 
i.e.t  60  %  of  all  deliveries.  It  has  been  found  that  a  great  deal  of 
the  success  or  failure  depends  on  (l)  the  attitude  of  the  patient, 
and  (2)  the  skill  of  the  administrator.  Generally  speaking,  it  is 
popular  with  the  patients,  the  midwives,  and  the  doctors ;  many 
mothers  ask  about  it  at  the  ante-natal  clinics. 

In  December,  1944,  the  Central  Midwives  Board  approved 
arrangements  whereby  the  Home  was  associated  with  the  Leeds 
Maternity  Hospital,  so  that  the  practical  side  of  the  training  could 
be  given  in  the  Home.

Relief  Midwife 

The- County  Council  continued  arrangements  for  the  services 
of  a  relief  midwife  to  serve  Shipley  and  Bingley  and  to  ensure 
more  satisfactory  off  duty  for  the  midwives.  This  again  proved 
most  helpful. 

Midwives’  Ante-natal  Sessions 

The  Domiciliary  midwives  conduct  weekly  ante-natal  sessions  : 
as  a  rule,  two  of  the  midwives  attend  each  week.  Up  to  ten

mothers  attend  for  each  midwife.  This  arrangement  has  been  found 
very  satisfactory  from  every  point  of  view. 

Ante-natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Classes 

The  class  conducted  by  Miss  N.  Hickson  has  made  progress 
during  the  year.  The  value  of  the  exercises,  psychologically  and 
physically,  is  undisputed,  and  expectant  mothers  receive  every 
encouragement  to  attend. 

During  1947,  45  women  made  377  attendances.  Of  these,  41 
were  expecting  their  first  baby,  and  four  had  had  one  or  more 
babies  before.  Two  mothers  made  2  attendances  post  natally.

The  services  of  Home  Helps  were  employed  by  the  Council 
for  79  cases.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  rota  of  22  Home  Helps 
(whole  and  part-time)  was  maintained,  payment  being  made  when 
the  Help  was  employed  at  the  rate  of  1  s.  6d.  per  hour.  Expansion 
and  re-organization  of  this  service  is  in  hand.  It  is  essential  that 
aged,  sick,  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  have  domestic  assistance. 
The  administrative  problems  arising  in  a  service  of  this  character 
are  complicated  and  related  to  many  public  health  functions. 
Trained  personnel  of  good  standing  with  regular  conditions  of 
service;  pay  and  defined  duties  should  ultimately  prove  a  social 
service  of  considerable  value  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Dental  Treatment  and  Dentures 

In  1947,  there  were  69  first  and  121  subsequent  attendances  by 
mothers  for  dental  treatment.  Thirteen  mothers  were  fitted  with 
dentures  at  cost  or  part  cost.

Mr.  Trippett  tells  me  that  he  is  satisfied  that  demand  compares 
favourably  with  any  other  district  in  the  E.  and  W.  R.  Division 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  is  above  the  average  for  the  division  as 
a  whole.  This  reflects  efforts  made  locally  at  the  Food  Office  and 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics.

110  infants  and  young  children  attended  the  ultra-violet  light 
clinic  for  various  reasons,  including  33  cases  of  rickets  (mainly  bow 
legs,  knock  knees,  etc.),  19  of  chest  disorders,  and  24  of  vague 
conditions,  such  as  debility,  failure  to  gain  weight.  104  (including 
30  of  rickets)  were  regarded  as  cured  or  much  improved  when  dis¬ 
charged  from  treatment.  6  cases  remained  under  treatment  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Minor  Ailments 

100  infants  and  pre  -  school  children  attended  at  the  minor 
ailments  clinic  for  various  conditions,  including  scabies  (3), 
impetigo  (10),  other  skin  conditions  (30),  external  eye  conditions 
( 1 1 ) ,  otorrhoea  (22). 

Hospital  Treatment 

35  children  were  referred  to  various  hospitals  for  treatment.

Premature  Babies 

There  is  no  special  accommodation  for  premature  babies  in 
Shipley. 

The  Council  have  provided  a  portable  cot  specially  fitted 
for  use  by  premature  babies  cared  for  at  home ;  it  is  available 
free  through  midwives.  The  Council’s  Consultant  Paediatrician 
(Dr.  R.  L.  Langley)  advises  on  the  care  and  treatment  of  premature 
and  weakly  infants  in  the  district.  He  also  consults  in  similar 
cases  at  the  Shipley  and  Bingley  Home. 

Notifications  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  premature 
babies  (weighing  less  than  54  lbs.  at  birth)  are  made  on  the  usual 
birth  notification  card. 

Of  the  709  babies  born  alive  in  1947,  45  (or  6-3%)  weighed 
5i  lbs.  or  less.  Of  these  45,  13  (29  %)  died  before  the  end  of  the 
year ;  of  those  who  died,  4  lived  more  than  a  week.  Of  the  32  who 
survived,  20  were  5  lbs.  and  over  at  birth,  9  were  4  lbs.  and  over. 
All  the  survivors  had  lived  more  than  a  month  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Three  sets  of  twins  are  included  in  the  series  of  which  one 
set  and  one  child  of  another  set  died.  Eleven  babies  weighed  less 
than  4  lbs.  at  birth,  of  which  only  3  survive.  Seven  died  within  24 
hours  of  delivery.

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Public  Water  Supply 

Supply 

The  Council  are  water  undertakers.  The  undertaking  was 
established  by  the  Shipley  Local  Board,  under  the  powers  of  the 
Shipley  Waterworks  and  Police  Act  of  1854. 

Since  that  time  the  works  have  been  extended  and  now 
comprise : 

1 .  Graincliffe  Storage  Reservoir.  95,530,000  gallons  capacity. 
Gravity  sand  filters,  chlorinating  and  lime-dosing  plants. 

2.  Eldwick  Compensation  Reservoir  (the  original  storage 
reservoir).  27,398,250  gallons  capacity. 

3.  Underground  supplies  from  two  springs,  “  Sweet  Well  ” 
and  ‘  Low  Moor,”  on  Rombalds  Moor  about  14  miles 
above  the  Graincliffe  Storage  Reservoir,  yielding  an  aver¬ 
age  daily  supply  of  450,000  gallons  Part  of  the  supply  is 
fed  direct  to  the  Service  Reservoirs  mentioned  below,  and 
part  to  the  High  Level  supply  from  Graincliffe  through 
the  filter  beds  there  but  not  through  the  storage  reservoir. 

4.  Two  Service  Reservoirs  at  West  Lane,  Baildon.  Capacities 

10,198,173  gallons  and  4,517,625  gallons;  with  chlorin¬ 
ating  and  lime-dosing  plants.  These  reservoirs  are  situate 
about  2  mile  north  of  the  town. 

5.  15-inch  diameter  and  10-inch  diameter  trunk  mains  from 
Graincliffe  Reservoir  to  the  town  and  10-inch  diameter 
trunk  mains  from  the  Service  Reservoirs  to  the  town. 

6.  Distribution  mains  2|-inch  to  8- inch  diameter  throughout 
the  town. 

7.  Under  an  agreement  made  in  1939  with  the  Bradford  Cor¬ 
poration  a  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation  up  to 
500,000  gallons  per  day,  which  is  received  at  three  points 
in  the  district  where  the  Corporation  trunk  mains  cross  the 
district  supply  mains  at  Saltaire  and  Redburn  Road  and 
Wrose  Hill. 

The  works  to  be  carried  out  are  in  two  sections.  The  first 
comprises  strengthening  works  at  the  Graincliffe  and  Eldwick 
Reservoirs ;  new  waste  weir  and  overflow ;  discharge  tunnel  and 
clear  water  basin  at  Graincliffe ;  and  sundry  other  works  were 
commenced  in  1939  and  finished  in  1946. 

The  second  section  comprises  strengthening  works  at  one 
service  reservoir,  covering-in  of  both  service  reservoirs,  and  pro¬ 
vision  of  new  filters  and  a  filter  house  at  Graincliffe. 

The  Council’s  water  powers  were  brought  up-to-date  by  the 
Shipley  Order,  1940. 
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Purification 

Chlorine  and  ammonia  are  ordinarily  added  throughout  the  year 
in  the  High  Level  at  the  rate  of  1  part  per  million  and  -3  part 
per  million  and  in  the  Low  Level  at  an  average  of  •  8  part  per 
million  and  2  •  3  part  per  million  respectively :  while  lime  is  added 
at  the  rate  of  2i  grains  per  gallon  to  remedy  plumbo-solvent 
tendencies  in  this  upland  water. 


Consumption 

The  average  daily  consumption  in  1947  was  1,315,126  gallons 
of  which  219,000  gallons  were  used  for  industrial  purposes. 

All  houses,  except  six  where  there  were  private  supplies,  were 
serviced  direct  from  the  mains,  i.e.,  99*9%  had  a  piped  supply.  It 
was  not  necessary  to  cut  oflf  the  water  at  any  time  during  the  year 
and  the  supply  was  constant  and  sufficient. 

No  houses  were  supplied  by  stand  pipes. 


Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Examination 

Samples  were  taken  monthly  as  routine  (and  oftener  as  needed) 
from  four  points  in  the  town  (corresponding  with  the  supply),  and 
from  various  points  on  the  “collection”  or  storage  side  of  the 
undertaking.  In  addition  to  8  samples  taken  in  connection  with 
plumbo-solvency,  93  samples  were  examined  by  the  County  Labora¬ 
tory  during  1947,  and  the  results  are  tabulated  below:

PI  umbo-Solvency 

The  water  as  collected  from  the  moors  is  acid,  and  is,  therefore, 
presumably  plumbo-solvent.  Hydrated  lime  is  added  to  reduce 
acidity.  Eight  samples  (4  from  the  Shipley  high  level  and  4  from 
the  Shipley  low  level  supplies)  were  examined  in  1947  for  lead 
content ;  four  were  taken  after  the  water  had  been  standing  all 
night  in  the  service  pipes  (first  draw  sample)  and  four  were  taken 
after  half-an-hour’s  standing.  In  no  case  was  any  lead  found ;  these 
tests  showed  the  water  to  have  no  appreciable  plumbo-solvent  effect 
when  delivered  to  the  house  taps. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Under  an  agreement  with  the  Bradford  Corporation  the  wrhole 
of  the  Shipley  sewage  is  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Esholt  Sewage 
Works  of  the  Bradford  Corporation.  There  is  to  be  a  Pumping 
Station  at  the  present  Shipley  Sewage  Works  with  a  rising  main 
followed  by  a  gravity  main  sewer. 

In  the  meantime  the  District  Council  are  maintaining  their 
Sewage  Works  at  maximum  efficiency  and  making  the  best  use  of 
them  that  is  possible. 

Private  Water  Supplies 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  only  six  isolated  houses, 
i.e.y  less  than  0-1%  of  the  houses  in  the  town,  and  two  farms 
supplied  with  water  from  private  sources. 
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SANITATION 

Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  -  Mr.  W.  Farndale. 

609  complaints  were  received  by  the  Department  during  the 
year,  178  more  than  in  1946.  This  figure  is  indicative  of  the 
general  dilapidation  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  older  property  in 
the  town.  It  is  feared  that  until  more  houses  are  completed  this 
state  of  affairs  will  continue  for  some  time  as  many  of  the  complaints 
are  brought  by  tenants  living  in  houses  which  ought,  by  all  decent 
standards,  to  be  pulled  down,  and  indeed  would  have  been  demolished 
between  the  years  1940  and  1947  had  not  the  war  intervened. 

In  spite  of  shortages  of  labour  and  materials  it  was  possible  to 
remedy  more  housing  and  sanitary  defects  than  in  1946.  In  con¬ 
sequence  the  number  of  outstanding  notices  was  reduced,  so  that 
the  position  at  31st  December,  1947,  was  “  apparently  ”  improved. 

In  discussing  these  problems  it  is  appropriate  to  point  out  the 
difficulty  which  exists  in  the  interpretation  of  the  legislation  in  force 
to  deal  with  sanitary  and  housing  defects.  The  Public  Health  Act 
enumerates  many,  but  not  all,  the  repairs  which  can  be  carried  out 
after  the  service  of  statutory  notice.  Other  defects,  e.g.}  leaking 
roofs,  must  be  dealt  with  either  as  “  nuisances  ”  or  under  Section  9 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  In  the  former  case  the  procedure  is  long 
and  tiresome,  involving  two  court  applications  before  the  local 
authority  is  able  to  carry  out  the  work  in  default. 

Under  the  Housing  Act  there  is  often  considerable  risk  in 
applying  Section  9  where  the  property  concerned  is  likely  to  be  the 
subject  of  action  for  clearance  under  Section  25. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  “nuisance  sections”  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  should  be  brought  more  into  line  with  present  day 
requirements,  by  enabling  work  to  be  carried  out  in  default  without 
the  necessity  of  court  proceedings.

Smoke  Abatement 

Among  post-war  problems,  not  the  least  is  that  concerned 
with  the  maintenance  of  a  clean  atmosphere.  It  must  be 
admitted  that  fuel  allocations  often  make  it  extremely  difficult 
to  maintain  steam  pressure  without  smoke  emission.  Never¬ 
theless,  a  continual  watch  is  kept  in  an  effort  to  restrict  smoke 
emissions  to  a  minimum.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  owners 
generally  are  most  anxious  to  preserve  a  smoke-free  chimney, 
both  as  a  health  measure  and  on  the  grounds  of  economy.

The  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  choked  sewers 
reported  to  the  Surveyor’s  Department  was  due  to  the  further 
use  of  the  powers  contained  in  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  whereby  the  Council  became  responsible  for  the  cleansing 
of  what  were  formerly  “  combined  ”  drains.  This  section  is 
very  useful  in  securing  the  speedy  removal  of  serious  blockages 
which  frequently  entailed  delay  and  trouble  with  the  owners 
concerned. 


Lethal  Chamber 

The  Public  Health  Committee  took  advantage  of  an  offer 
by  the  R.  S  .P.  C.  A.  to  install  a  lethal  chamber  for  the  humane 
killing  of  cats  and  dogs.  The  need  for  such  a  service  had 
become  acute,  the  nearest  available  apparatus  of  this  kind 
being  some  three  miles  away. 

In  the  first  instance  a  chloroform  chamber  was  installed, 
but  so  great  was  the  demand  that  after  working  for  a  few 
weeks  it  was  replaced  by  the  latest  form  of  electric  lethalor, 
which  ensures  the  instantaneous  and  painless  death  of  the 
animal. 

No  charge  is  made ;  any  person  desiring  may,  however, 
make  a  donation  to  the  funds  of  the  R.  S.  P.  C.  A. 
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REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  SALVAGE 

The  weight  of  refuse  per  1,000  population  per  day  increased 
from  12*77  cwts.  to  13*72  cwts.  In  spite  of  the  tendency  of  the 
weights  to  increase,  this  is  still  a  low  figure.  Mr.  Farndale 
continues : — 

“  During  the  year  under  review  the  country  was  subjected  to  the 
severest  winter  for  very  many  years.  Snow  of  exceptional  depth 
fell  on  occasions  almost  too  numerous  to  recall.  Combined  with 
the  very  severe  frosts  which  lasted  for  almost  the  whole  of  February 
and  March,  both  men  and  vehicles  were  taxed  to  the  limit  of  en¬ 
durance.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  one  remembers  the  efforts  made 
by  the  staff  to  keep  the  service  going.  On  the  instructions  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  a  letter  of  thanks  was 
sent  to  each  employee  in  the  Department. 

The  thanks  of  the  Department  are  also  due  to  the  townspeople 
in  general  who  exercised  great  patience  and  understanding  in  the 
trying  circumstances. 

The  year  saw  the  introduction  of  increased  holidays  for  the 
workmen,  a  concession  which  was  richly  deserved.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  dustmen  have  a  particularly  heavy  job,  and  anything  in 
the  nature  of  additions  for  their  welfare  is  to  be  commended. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  record  that  the  Council  were 
not  able  to  obtain  the  necessary  building  licences  to  enable  them  to 
proceed  with  the  erection  of  the  new  mess-room  at  the  depot.  This 
very  desirable  improvement  will  no  doubt  materialize  in  the  near 
future  when  labour  and  materials  become  more  freely  available. 

The  S.  &  D.  Freighter,  ordered  in  1946,  was  delivered  before 
the  end  of  the  financial  year  and  commenced  work  in  February. 
This  vehicle  enabled  an  improved  service  to  be  given  to  the  more 
densely  populated  parts  of  the  town.  A  further  machine  from  the 
same  firm  was  ordered  in  May,  1947,  but  delivery  could  not  be 
promised  until  late  1948. 

The  Council,  in  co-operation  with  the  Bradford  Corporation, 
agreed  to  the  drainage  of  the  bed  of  the  old  Bradford  Canal,  extend¬ 
ing  from  Poplar  Crescent  to  the  Frizinghall  Chemical  Works. 

When  this  drain  is  laid  it  is  intended  to  cover  the  pipes  with 
house  refuse  to  the  height  of  the  banking  on  the  West  side.  When 
this  work  is  finished  a  very  ugly  eyesore  will  be  removed,  and  at 
the  same  time  flooding  of  the  allotment  gardens  adjoining  will  be 
prevented. 

Salvage  activities  again  proceeded  along  with  refuse  removal. 
The  collection  of  waste  paper  again  increased  slightly,  222  tons 
being  disposed  of.  Kitchen  waste,  however,  showed  a  decline  of  25 
tons  to  246  tons.”

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Ice  Cream 

The  introduction  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.) 
Regulations  focussed  greater  attention  on  the  production  and 
sale  of  this  commodity.  Whilst  not  giving  all  the  power 
which  could  be  desired,  there  is  little  doubt  that,  combined 
with  the  willing  co-operation  of  manufacturers,  a  great  deal  of 
progress  can  be  made  towards  the  goal  of  making  ice  cream 
as  clean  and  safe  as  is  humanly  possible.  Difficulties  will  no 
doubt  arise  in  obtaining  the  necessary  plant  and  equipment, 
but  in  the  meantime  every  effort  must  be  made  to  ensure  strict 
compliance  with  the  regulations. 

The  table  below  shows  that,  taken  by  and  large,  the  ice 
cream  produced  in  Shipley  was  of  satisfactory  bacterial 
quality.  The  same  cannot  be  said  of  that  produced  elsewhere, 
although  in  fairness  it  should  be  stated  that  the  unsatisfactory 
results  came  chiefly  from  one  manufacturer,  who  was  informed 
by  the  local  authority  in  whose  area  his  premises  were  situated 
that  unless  better  results  were  forthcoming,  withdrawal  of  his 
registration  would  be  seriously  considered.

The  Council  were  seriously  concerned  when  it  was 
reported  to  them  that  several  samples  of  ice  cream  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  showed  the  entire  absence  of  fat  content. 
As  a  result  manufacturers  in  Shipley,  and  those  sending  ice 
cream  for  sale  into  the  town,  were  approached,  and  it  was 
suggested  that  a  fat  content  of  5  %  would  be  considered 
reasonable  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  ingredients.  As  will  be 
seen  from  the  figures  an  improvement  was  effected,  though  not 
to  the  extent  hoped  for.

Immunization  against  Diphtheria 

At  the  end  of  1947  it  was  estimated  that  52*4%  of  infants  then 
under  5  years  of  age  and  86-3  %  of  children  then  from  5  to  15  years 
of  age  had  had  one  complete  course,  the  number  immunized  being 
respectively  1326  and  3521.

Incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  for  1947  was 
578  cases,  as  against  198  in  the  previous  year.  408  of  these  were 
measles.  Notwithstanding  that  measles  accounted  for  the  majority 
of  notifications,  the  prevalence  of  cerebro-spinal  fever,  poliomyelitis 
and  the  continued  presence  of  dysentery,  plus  the  increased  incidence 
of  scarlet  fever,  marked  the  year  as  unsatisfactory.  Three  deaths 
occurred,  two  due  to  cerebro-spinal  meningitis. 
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>/'■  Scarlet  fever  was  more  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year  (58 
against  35)  the  highest  incidence  being  as  expected  in  the  last 
quarter  (24  cases). 

Diphtheria  showed  an  appreciable  reduction,  a  total  of  7  cases. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Six  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  all  in  the  third  quarter. 
Four  patients  were  over  15  years  of  age,  which  represents  a  feature 
of  the  epidemic. 

The  epidemic  of  measles  reached  its  peak  in  the  months  of 
May,  June  and  July,  when  323  of  the  408  cases  notified  during  the 
year  occurred.  One  case  proved  fatal.

Of  the  six  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  in  the  Spring, of  the 
year,  two  proved  fatal. 

Whooping  cough  was  notified  in  5 1  cases,  as  against  92  for  the 
previous  year. 

Dysentery.  Twenty-two  cases  (as  against  38  for  the  previous 
year)  which  showed  a  slight  improvement.  Notifications,  however, 
do  not  record  accurately  the  prevalence  of  infection  frequently  over¬ 
looked  and  seldom  detected. 

Tuberculosis.  The  total  number  of  tuberculosis  notifications 
nearly  doubled  the  previous  year’s  return  —  53  as  against  27.  A 
table  is  appended  exhibiting  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  in  the 
respective  Wards  of  the  town. 

The  dominant  factor  in  the  prevalence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
is  bad  housing  and  overcrowding,  and  until  such  time  as  the  social 
conditions  of  the  people  in  this  respect  are  relieved,  the  disease  will 
continue  to  claim  a  heavy  toll  in  congested  areas. 

Whooping  Cough 

Whooping  Cough  occurred  mainly  during  the  first  half-year 
but  was  not  explosive  in  incidence. 
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Diarrhoea 

Diarrhoea  is  still  a  prevalent  disorder  in  Shipley.  Dysentery 
was  notified  in  22  cases;  289  fasces  or  rectal  swabs  were  examined, 
sometimes  in  contacts  (food  workers),  doubtful  cases,  nursery  cases 
and  contacts,  etc. 

Dysentery  will  not  be  stamped  out  until  first,  everyone  is  careful 
in  relation  to  food  handling  ;  secondly,  everyone  is  careful  in  relation 
to  the  washing  of  the  hands  after  the  use  of  the  toilet;  and  thirdly, 
everyone  realizes  that  acute  diarrhoea  may  be  an  infectious  disease 
and  acts  accordingly.  All  food  worker  contacts  of  proved  dysentery 
cases  or  cases  of  diarrhoea  with  blood  or  mucus  should  cease  work. 
As  a  corollary  I  think  there  should  be  some  recompense  from  local 
or  national  funds  in  resultant  cases  of  hardship,  by  way  perhaps  of 
a  temporary,  higher,  unemployment  pay.

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Tuberculosis 

There  were  42  notifications  (26  male  and  16  female)  and 
16  deaths  (9  male  and  7  female)  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
during  1947.  The  corresponding  figures  for  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  1 1  notifications  (6  male  and  5  females)  and  2 
deaths  (both  females). 


Scabies 

Scabies  is  treated  free  of  charge  at  Pinnel  Street  Baths, 
which  is  the  Council’s  cleansing  station.  The  method  usually 
employed  is  an  application  of  benzyl  benzoate  on  two 
occasions  at  weekly  intervals ;  house  contacts  are  encouraged 
to  attend,  receiving  one  treatment. 

Disinfestation  of  bedding  and  clothing  has  been  aban¬ 
doned. 

At  the  baths  145  Shipley  persons  (including  contacts)  in 
52  families  were  treated  ;  in  all  149  treatments  were  given  ; 
in  addition,  4  people  from  outside  the  district  in  2  families 
attended  and  received  6  treatments. 


Louse  Infestation 

When  a  child  is  found  persistently  infested  the  mother  is 
sought ;  and  enquiry  is  made,  and  when  possible  examination 
of  the  other  members  of  the  family  conducted.  Examination 
of  pre-school  children  for  louse  infestation  requires  the  greatest 
tact,  and  can  only  be  undertaken  in  known  offenders,  or  by  a 
nurse  very  familiar  to  the  mother  and  family.
